The news stand is only a short 
distance from the Ferguson home, 
Kofoed said Mrs. Loren called 
there regularly every Thursday to 
buy a certain magazine. He said 
she was usually pleasant and taligf- 
tive, but that on the night of the 
20th inest., she appeared nervous 
and distraught, Kofoed said she 
went away without the magazine 
when she refused to accept the 
small change he proffered her 
for a $5 bill. 


DELVE INTO LETTERS

) It has been difficult for officials 
here to make a comparison 
tween the American plan of set- 
tlemer.t and that worked out be- 
tween France and Great. Britain, 
since in the latter the payments 
are simply annuities covering both 
principal and interest, whereas all 
agreements here have segregated 
the two. 

Next, observers noted, the Anglo- 
French agreement dicided the debt 
in three parts: The war debt to 
French agreement divided the debt 
for war supplies sold after the ar- 
mistice and the debt to the Bank 
of England. 

DIFFERENT TERMS 

While it has not been so stated 
specifically, American officials be- 
lieve the pact provides for payment 
ef the debt to the Bank of En- 
gland in a short time, with full 
interest, and that the obligation 
for war supplies also is to bear a 
full rate vf interest and be paid 
in less time than the Treasury 
debt. British Treasury statements 
have placed the amount due from 
the French at £445,200,000, while 
the tentative settlement was an- 
nounced on a basis of £623,000,000, 
the difference being attributed by 
experts here to the accumulation 
of interest. The experts have fig- 
ured on the basis of comparison 
between the French debts to En- 
giand and the United States that 
the British have charged a higher 
rate of interest than has been 
charged by the American Treasury. 

Further, they said, the £12,500.- 
000 to be paid to the Brit- 
ish Treasury by France does not 
include payments to the Bank of 
England or on the debt for war 
eupplies. 

Officials thus found it difficult to 
interpret the terms of the London 
pact in relation to figures of the 
American debt, but it was asserted 
‘that If the British government had 
applied to the French the same 
terms it recetved from the United 
States it would be charging the 
French about $86,000,000 a year at 
the start and about $10,000,000 
an year after the fifteenth year.

Pomona Council 
Raises Tax Lev 
tor Park F

POMONA, Aug. 28.—With city 
expenditures at their highest peak 
in the history of Pomona, the City 
Council in session today set the 


new tax levy at $2.50 for each $100 
of assessed valuation, an increase 
of 25 cents per $100 over last year. 
With the library fund only $%.02 
higher and the bond funds $3.04 
lower, the rise was entirely in 
the park fund because of in- 
creased needs and the necessity to 
Day off a deficit of $16,500 in- 
eurred before the present admin- 
istration took office. Last year, 
the rate was $2.26 on each $100. 

This new rate on the assessed 
valuation of $14,116,256 will bring 
the city a revenue of $853,906.36 
from taxes, and estimated revenue 
from other sources placed at ap- 
proximately $104,000,’which should 
cover all city expenditures for an- 
other year. 

The-police department is also 
costing Pomona more money this 
year, $35,679 being the amount 
used last year, while the estimate 
hag been placed at approximately 
$40,000, due to increase in per-

The fire department now shows 
as the most economically run of 
all city departments, the only in- 
crease being in Chief John 0O. 
Shewman’'s salary to a figure more 
in harmony with th duties expect- 
ed of him. ;

Death Statks in 
Tragedy Which 
Separates Pair 


“My poor boy. To think he died 
all alone. For years and years I 
had visumlized the passing of 
Henry—we all have to die—and 
I saw him cradled in my arnis with 
my last words of encouragement 
in his ears. And now-—” 
A wrinkled little woman hid her 
face in her pillow and wept at 
General Hospital. She was Mra, 
Christine von Gottliebson. Up to 
last Thursday she and her husband 
had lived the happy life of old 
age together in a neat cottage at 
Tenth street and Normandie ave- 
nue.

Arizona Producers Win 
Adjustment at Hearing of 
Rail Commission Here 


A material reduction in Arizona 
products 
rail rates was agreed upon by 
railroad counsels and representa- 
tives of the Mutual Cotton and Of! 


Company and the Western Cotton 
and Oil Company at a hearing here 
yesterday before Arizona State 
Railroad Commissioners Vaughn, 
Betts and Claypool. 

The hearing. which has attrac- 
ted wide interest not only among 
Arizona, but California, producers. 
Was conducted in the local court 
room of the California Railroad 
Commission by the mutual consent 
of the parties concerned because 
both the cotton oil companies have 
offices here as Well as in Arizona. 

The hearing was called when the 
two companies applied to the Ari- 
zona officials for a reduction in 
the rates to enable them to com- 
pete with Oklahoma shippers. 
Owing to an Interstate Commerce 
Commission schedule, effective Oc- 
tober 1. Oklahoma producers 
could ship to Arizona so cheaply 
that they filled the Arizona de- 
mand and left no market for the 
Arizona products, Commissioner 
Betts said. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission made its ruling two years 


‘come effective until recently be- 
cause of pending appeal.

SAFETY COUNCIL TELLS HOW 


TO TREAT WOUNDS TO 
AVOID HYDROPHOBIA.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—People are 
warned against dog bites and bites 
of other animals by a National 
Safety Council bulletin of recent 


date. 
“Any bite from a dog or other 
animal, no matter*how unimpor- 
tant it seems,”’ the bulletin advises, 
“should be given first aid treat- 
ment immediately and a physician 
should he called. If there is any 
doubt as to whether the has 
hydrophobia, it should be killed 
and ite head sent to the city or 
State laboratory for examination. 
The person bitten in such a case, 
should receive medical treatment 
for rables immediately. The symp- 
toms of hydrophobia do not show 


ajiup for a week or ten days after 


the bite and, often when they do, 
+ is too late to save the patient's 
life. 

“First aid in case of bites con- 
sists of tying off the wound with 
a plece of cloth to stop circulation. 
Then cauterize, or burn, the wound 
with a red hot wire or strong am- 
monia or nitric acid. Cover with 
a sterilized dressing and bandage. 
Then remove the constricting 
bands.”

That 
will be used only for the emer- 
gency that exista, to meet the most 
pressing needs, such as restoring 
sanitary conditions to prevent dis- 
ease, the construction of tempo- 
rary facilities to enable the school 
children to resume their studies 
when the school year Opens, as- 
sistance to the hospitals and char- 
itable institutions so they may take 
care of their charges, and help for 
families that were rendered abso- 
lutely destitute by the catastrophe,” 
UNIQUE ACTION 

Dr. Pritchett spoke in high 

raise of the action of the Calli- 
fornia Development Association in 
one the responsibility of 
raising the emergency relief fund. 
“This action is unique in the his- 
tory of our country,” he _ said. 
“Never before have the organiza- 
tions of a State combined in such a 
manner to shoulder the burden of 
providing relief after a catastrophe 
of such magnitude as that which 
struck Santa Bar 

“Organizations all the fifty- 
eight counties of Calilfornia are 
now at work ifn this campaign. 
Two counties already have met 
their quotas—-Santa Barbara and 
Ventura. While the progress has 
in some Instances not been so rapid 
as we could have wished, I believe 
the campaign eventually will be 
carried to a successful conclusion. 
We are at least going on in that 
faith in Santa Barbara, meeting 
the most pressing demands as they 
arise, confident that our faith in 
the great State of California will 
be vindicated.” 

The duty of the citizens of Cali- 
fornia to respond to Santa Bar- 
bara’s appeal was stressed in a 
brief talk by John G. Mott, Los An- 
geles attorney. who pointed out 
that in view of the many advan- 
tages enjoyed by the people of this 
State, every man and woman in 
it ought to be willing to aasist one 
of its comspunities In an hour of 
keen distress. 

“I visited Santa just 
after the catastrophe and the thing 
that impressed me more than any- 
thing else in the stricken city was 
the courageous epirte of its peo- 
ple.” sald Mr. Mott..

Nke heroes. This spirit has pre- 
vailed up to this time, though by 
now it may be wearing thin in 
places, owing to the delay that has 
been encountered tn furnishing the 
aid that was promised to the city. 
My sentiments are that every Cali- 
fornian, by birth or by adoption, 
should respond to Santa Barbara's 
appeal as a manifestation of his 
appreciation of the Santa Barbara 
spirit and the fact that, as a citizen 
of this State, he owes a debt of 
gratitude for the blessings he has 

enjoyed here.”

Police Guard Hoodwinked 


by Bold Bootlegger 


Officer Resigns After Man 


Takes Liquor by Ruse 


Rich Harbor Shipper Hunted 
Leader of Gang

LONG BEACH, Aug. 28-—While 
police were sexqhing for a-prom-
